Ruby, now Mrs. Harry Gibbs, both of 
this city, who, with her husband, two 
sisters and one brother, are left to 
mourn the loss of a devoted wife, 
loving mother, and kind-hearted sister. 
and to whom we extend deepest sym- 
pathy. She was a sister-in-law of Mrs 
J. L. Smith, Mrs. Francis BouldllC and 
the late Mrs. William Nurse, and an 
aunt of Superintendent Fred Terrell. 
She was not deaf herself, but as her 
husband was deaf, she always main 
tained a warm interest in the deaf and 
was a very humble, lovable lady, and 
highly respected.

When House Bill, No. 314, to, 

the changing of the names of vw 
rious State institutions, and chang 
ing the term of office of the snpei 
intendents' session, the deaf peoph 
of Texas succeeded partly in then 
ambitions to remove the school 
from the control of politicians 
The Bill as it passed the Hpusi 
and Senate, removes the nairn 
"Asylum," and makes the official 
name of the Texas School, tin 
"Texas School for the Deaf" it 
gives the superintendents a four 

vearterin, where heretofore he had 
only a two vear term. And also 
specifies that the man appointed foi 
the position as superintendent shall 
have special knowledge of tin 
children in his charge.
